BIRDS OF THIS LOGALITY 


At the regular weekly luncheon of 
the (Red Deer Rotary Club on Friday 
last, C. H. Shell and W. A. Cassels 
were guests. After the usual substan- 
tial repast and the clearing up of 
some items of club ‘business, Mr. 
Snell addressed the members on 
“Birds of This Locality.” ‘ 

Mr. Snell expressed his appreci- 
ation of the invitation to be present 
personally and as the representative 
of the Alberta Natural History Soci- 
ety, of which he is President. In his 
opening remarks the speaker drew 
the attention of his hearers to an ex- 
ceedingly well-written and well-illus- 
trated bulletin published by the Dom- 
inion Geological Survey at the nom- 
inal price of 50 cents, entitled “Birds 
of Eastern Canada.” 

The author, (Mr. P. A. Taverner, {8 
one of the best known ornithologists 
in North America, and is engaged on 
the preparation of a companion vol- 
ume dealing with the “Birds of the 
Prairie Provinces.” The bird life of 
the prairie provinces is in many 
respects very different from that of the 
eastern part of the Dominion. It is 
only in recent years that any system- 
atic attempt has been made to inves- 
tigate this ‘branch of natural history 
in Western Canada, and our know- 
ledge of many species and their thhab- 
its is very fragmentary. 

In view of the manifest impossibility 
of dealing with the whole of such a 
large subject in a short talk, the 
speaker intended to confine himself to 
a few points ‘which he considered 
might be of particular interest. 

There are in the neighborhood of 
some 300 different species of birds 
occurring more or less regularly in 
this province, and a large percentage 
of them might be found in this dis- 
trict. 

We are particularly favored here so 
far as bird life is concerned. We are 
close enough to the prairies to receive 
visits from many species which or- 
dinarily live only in the open coun- 
try, and at the same time we have 
lots of timber for the woodpeckers and 
other tree lovers with good stretches 
of river and some lakes and sloughs 
for the water birds. There has ‘been 
a very noticeable change in ‘the char- 
acter of our bird life during the past 
15 years. We certainly have more 
birds of those kinds which frequent 
the immediate vicinity of our home3 
and gardens and farms. ; 

At the same ‘time there has been a 
great decrease in the flocks of ducks. 
geese, cranes. and other water birds 
and shore birds. 

This is, of course, to a large extent 
inevitable in the opening up of a new 
country. 

Sloughs and marshes become drain- 
ed, and large areas of brush get clear- 
ed and turned into grain fields. 

Along with the grain fields and the 
eultivation we get a new vegetation in 
the form of many different weeds and 
other plants, and accompanying this 
new growth we find new forms of in- 
sert life. 

The weed seeds and the netw insect 
life encourages a natural increase of 
those species of birds whose food they 


are. 

During the last 7 or 8 years the 
speaker had visited some of the un- 
settled parts of this great province, 
where one could spend a month or 
two without seeing a pigweed or a 
dandelion or without hearing or see- 
ing a crow or @ magpie. 

He spoke of 2 natural ‘history phen- 
omena which had appealed very 
strongly to his notice since he first 
came to Alberta. 

One ‘was the spread of that lawn and 


garden pest. the dandelion, among 
lants. 
P The other .was. the remarkable 


spread of those two first cousins in 
the bird world, the crow and the mag- 
ie. 

® Fifteen years ago the crow was an 

uncommon bird in this part of the 
province, and the magpie was rare. 

Now-a-days we see crows by the 
hundred and magpies by the dozen. 

(Rather over a year ago (Mr. Snell 
was working at different points be- 
tween Edmonton and the Athabasca 
River, and from there east towards 
the Saskatchewan boundary. 

Enquiries ‘were made in this dis- 
trict respecting the magpie particu- 
larlv. and it was found that until the 
last year or two the bird had never 
been seen, although it was now get- 
ting quite common. 

There was one notable difference in 
the habits of the crow and the mag- 
pie. The crow ig a migrant and goes 
south to spend the winter months. The 
marpie resides ‘here all the year. 

Crows and mag-pies are great insect 
eaters in the summer months, and on 
that account might ‘be considered 
friends to agriculture. 

There is another side to the story 
though. Both birds are very destric- 
tive to the eggs and young of many 
other species, particularly ducks. 

In this connection the speaker re- 
ferred to an article which appeared 
in the local press last year dealing 
with this subject. The article urged 
that an organized effort be made to 
reduce the number of crows and 
hawks. 

So far as crows are concerned, the 
speaker quite agreed that their num- 
bers might well be controlled. In re- 
gard to the hawks, he felt sure that 
an indiscriminate crusade against 
them would do far more harm than 

ood. 

‘i The speaker quoted from some 
Canadian and U.S. fovernment publl- 
cations dealing with the economic 
status of North American hawks and 
owls. 

These reports are fhased on the arc- 

tual stomach examinations of nearly 
3,000 birds, and show conclusively 
that, with the exception of 6 species 
out af the 73 species studied, our 
hawks and owls are decidedly more 
beneficial than harmful to the far- 
mer. 
Any farmer who shoots one of the 
Jarge high-flying hawks so commonly 
seen in the summer time, or the 
pretty little sparrow hawk, {fs killing 
one of his best friends. The food of 
the former is almost entirely goph- 
ers, hence the name gopher hawks. 

The latter spends most of his time 

unting grasshoppers. 
i: Generally speaking, the hawles that 
raid the grain yards for hens. or chick- 
eng are seldom seen, making a sharp 
sally from the woods or quickly re- 
turning to cover again. The usefulness 
of our hawks {fs so generally recog:

They will start at once 
the erection of six cottages at the 
Indian Industrial ‘School farm, taken 
over by the Scottish Immigrant Aid 
Society last year, for the accommoda- 
tion of a new batch of settlers expect- 
ed in the spring. Hugh Clark has 
also been busy repairing and over- 
hauling the (buildings on the farm and 
making them snug and comfortable. 
Mr. Baird informs The News that the 
cottages will be occupied by the com- 
ing settlers, and each cottage will 
have a few acres of land attached, so 
that the occupant may cultivate his 
own garden, grow his own vegetables, 
raise poultry, and run his own iittle 
farm as he sees fit, and gradually 
grow into the ways of the country. 

The construction of these cottages 
is likely to be the beginning of the 
building of a large number of other 
cottages, if the plan is successful, and 
it seems a very sensible and feasible 
plan to us, as the farm itself is one 
of the finest and best in the whole of 
central Alberta.

MUN, DIS, OF PINE LAKE 
RATEPAYERS’ MEETING 


Retiring Councillors Re-nominated 
But Will Face Election on February 
23rd—R. E. Fiske Re-elected by 
Acclamation — Satisfactory Finan- 
cial Statement—Herd Laws and 
Municipal Hospital Discussed. 


The annual meeting of the ratepay- 
ers of the Municipal ‘District of Pine 
Lake, No. 339, was held Saturday af- 
ternoon in the Board of Trade room 
in the Council chambers. The room 
was well filled by ratepayers, and 
most of them were on hand to express 
an opinion on some matter, so that 
a number of vexatious matters were 
well aired. 

The meeting opened shortly after 
noon with Harry Wallace in the chair. 
The main discussion was the finan- 
cial statement which had fbeen printed 
and distributed among the ratepayers. 
There ‘was little criticism of the ‘con- 
tents of the statement but consider- 
able comment on various items. J. 
E. C. Oldford did not think that the 
amount shown in the assets for ma- 
chinery and equipment was propor- 
tionate to the amount shown for office 
furniture. Some of the ratepayers did 
not like to see such a large balance on 
hand in the various divisions, but the 
old Councillors explained that the 
reason ffor that was that the govern- 
ment did not carry out their bridge 
building program and the money ap- 
propriated for fixing the approaches 
was not used. 

An interesting part of the _ state- 
ment was that dealing with particu- 
lars of the assessments and tax ac- 
counts. Municipal taxes were well 
paid, as the total due at the end of 
the year was $2,000.00 less than at the 
beginning. The provincial taxes were 
also paid to an amount practically 
equal to the levy. On the other hand 
the arrears of hail insurance tax in- 
creased during the year by the sum 
of $3600.00. 

At 3 o’clock the chairman threw the 
meeting open for nominations for 
Divisions 3, 5 and 6. The retiring’ 
Councillors were Tom Hives, W. P. 
Code and R. BE. Fiske. The meeting 
was only openfor nominations for one 
hour, and at 4 o’clock the nomina- 
tions handed to the chairman were 
announced. 

For Division 3 Geo. D. Campbell, J. 
BE. C. Oldford, Tom Hives and Robert 
Jorgenson were nominated. Mr. Camp- 
bell’s nomination papers were signed 
by A. H. Hume, T. V. Cosgrove, E. 
Field, D. Bethune, Wm. Douglas and 
R. H. Henderson. Oldford’s nominors 
were J. C. Houghton, J. J. Richards, 
Jas. Leithead and D. W. McKinnon. 
Tom Hives was nominated by J. H. 
Comfort, J. A. Jarvis, A. Thibaut and 
W. B. Goodacre. Robert Jorgenson 


was backed by W. McKenzie and W. | 


P. Evans. 

In Division 6 W. P. Code was nomi- 
nated by John Ross, Lyle E. Brown, 
Cc. A. J. Sharman and R. F. Pengelly. 
John Reay was nominated by Carl 
Storey, J. W. Stringer, C. Reay, Rob- 
ert Kaiser and C. J. Puzey. 


In Division 6 R. BE. Fiske was the . 


only nominee, although two papers 
were In. On looking them over the 
chairman announced that both were 
in favor of Reeve Fiske and he declar- 
ed him elected by acclamation. He 
further announced that a vote would 
be taken in Divisions 3 and 5 on 
February 23rd, the polls remaining 
open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. In Division 
3 polls would be open in Clearview and 


Fairlands school houses and in Div- - 


ision 5 In the Springvale school. The 
result of the vote would be declared 
one week later, ij.e.. on March 1st, at 
the office of the Secretary-Treasurer. 

Following the usual custom, the: 


chairman called on the candidates for - 


office to address the meeting. 

Robert Jorgenson stated that he had 
no notice ‘that ‘he was to fbe put up 
for councillor until the meeting, and 
he had not studied problems to any 
extent. He lived in a part of the 
division that had been neglected for 
years. He promised to look over the 
entire district if elected. (He ‘was 
against giving contractors jobs on the 
roads when so many farmers were 
ready and anxious to do the work. 

J. BE. C. Oldford spoke briefly, after 
a call for G. D. Camovbell showed that 
he was not in attendance. He stated 
that he realized that he was asking 
for a thankless position. He could 
promise to at least get around to see 
all of his divison if elected. His main 
planks were reduction of the mill rate, 
reduction of administration costs and 
the purchase of new machinery for 
road work. 

Tom Hives said that he had had ex- 
perience. As they knew, it ‘was im- 
possible to spend money on improve- 
ments without taking the money out 
of the taxpayer. During the time he 
had been on the council, expenditures 
in his division had been cut in half, 
and the district tax rate nearly cut 
the same. The biggest expenditure 
the past year was for grading the 
Chris. White slough in Clearview. 
This had cost $430.00. There had 
been criticism because the work had 
heen done by a contractor, but he 
maintained that in any work of an 
important nature it was quicker, 
cheaper and more satisfactory to have 
a contractor. He would only promise 
that if he were re-elected he would 
carry on as he ‘had done the past two 
years. (In reply to a question it was 
pointed out that at last year’s annual 
meeting it was decided to hire con- 
tractors where work to be done mwas a 
large job.) 

Reeve Fiske and James Bower 
spoke on the mater of contract work 
on the roads. The Reeve stated that 
in some of the divisfons farmers need- 
ed work on the roads to enable them 
to pay their taxes. At the same time, 
he was in favor of contract labor at 
times. Jas. Bower advocated strong: 
ly having a competent road foreman 
who understood moving earth. As a 
rule, when an inexperienced man did 
the work it was poorly done, slowly 
done and expensively done. 

John Reay was the first speaker of 
the two running in division 5. He re- 
ferred to his old experience on the 
council and mentioned one road in 
particular which he stated had been 
left in good shape but had been tamp- 
ered with until at the present time it 
would cost more to put it back to the 
shape !t was in than {it cost originally 
He believed in giving every

Cc. 8S. HOCKETT KILLED 
WHEN CAR OVERTURNS 


Castor Advance, February 7. 


C. . Hockett, of Sullivan Lake dis- 
trict, met with a fatal accident, about 
a mile and a half south of Castor, on 
Saturday evening, February 2nd, 
about 10.00 o’clock, when ‘his car over- 
turned and pinned him underneath. 

‘Mr. Hockett left town about 9.30 
p.m., after spending the afternoon in 
town, for his farm 16 miles south of 
town. At the point ‘where the acci- 
dent took place there is a grade in the 
road about 4 feet high in which is a 
big culvert at the narrow part, and 
Mr. Hockett on approaching this 
grade took a lower road ‘through the 
ditch, which is sometimes used to 
avoid going over the grade. Appar- 
ently he was driving at a fair speed, 
and when he noticed the culvert ahead 
of him he turned short and tried to 
climb the side of the grade, striking 
it with such force that his car turned 
completely upside down and pinned 
him underneath. 

The unfortunate man was found 
about 10.40 p.m. by John Chevalier, of 
Castor, who happened to be driving 
past. On investigating, he heard 
moans and ttried to raise the car. Be- 
ing unable to do so, he rushed to 
Castor for assistance, and got E. 
Wright and J. Parr, returning after 
notifying Dr. McPherson. Mr. Hockett 
was still living ‘and after considerabl¢ 
difficulty they raised the car. Parr 
picked him up, and he sald, “Boys, 
I'm dying,” and immediately expired. 

Deceased, who was fifty-rine years 
old, was one of the early settlers in 
this distriat before Castor existed as 
a town. He was a very prominent 
farmer. He leaves to mourn his 
loss, this wife, a married son, of this 
district, and five married daughters, 
one residing in Calgary, one in Idaho 
and three at the coast.

Alberta’s Timber Resources 


Giving evidence before the Pulp-

Tourist Traffic Over New Highway 

According 'to figures given by J. M. 
Wardle, Chief Engineer of the Banff 
National Park, nearly 1,600 American 
cars came into the park over the new 
Banff-Windermere highway during the 
‘period from June 30 to November 23, 
,and 3,341 Canadian cars entered the 
park, with 15,000 passengers. 


Total Vote in Plebiscite 
Figures issued in connection ‘with 
the recent plebiscite on the lMquor 
question show that there were 275.2): 
persons entitled to vote. Of this num- 
ber, 169,310 went to the polls, 100,564 
being men, and 68,764 being ;jwomen. 


University Enrolment 

The total enrolment at the Alberta 
University this term, according 'to the 
annual report tabled in the Legisla- 
ture this week, is 1,314, of which 696 
are in Arts and Sciences, and 190 in 
Medicine. There are 900 men and 
414 women students. British-born 
students total 1,003, Canadian 762, 
Foreign 239, of which 188 are from 
the United States. 


Use More Alberta Coal 

More Alberta coal will be used in 
Manitoba this year than in any former 
season, according to Geo. R. Pratt, 
Alberta Fuel Engineer, who is sta- 
tioned in Winnipeg. The Alberta pro- 
duct has largely displaced the Ameri- 
can anthracite in the Manitoba mar- 
ket. 


Alberta Wins Debating Championship 

Alberta University team last week 
won the inter-provincial debating 
championship, among the three west- 
ern provinces, Saskatchewan ‘being 
‘second and Manitoba third. 


Value of Alberta Crops. 

Total value of Alberta field and 
fodder crops for the season of 1923 is 
_placed at $171,026,804 by the Provin- 
cial Department of Agriculture, as 
compared with $100,542,384 for ‘the 
season of 1922. The total value of all 
agricultural products for 1923, includ- 
ing field and fodder crops, animals 
slaughtered and sold, dairy products, 
wool, game and furs, poultry and poul- 
try products, etc., is placed at $223. 
814,304 compared with a total value 
for 1922 of $150,488,699. Value of 
livestock in the province is plarec 
somewhat lower in 1923 than in 1922, 
the comparative figures being $109,- 
487,256 for 1923, and $112,691,139 for 
1922.

TOTEM POLES

his body. The first main idea is that 
the totem is a protector of those ad- 
opting it, whether individual, family 
or tribe. Inithis respect it resembles 
somewhat the gods of the heathen and 
of the ancient Greeks; but it is not an 
idol, in the usual sense of the word. 
Where it is an animal ft is regarded 
as the ancestor of the tribe. All ani- 
mals of its species are revered and 
never willingly killed; however dan- 
gerous, they are felgmed by tthe trib- 
es to be friendly to them and hostile 
only to their enemles. Regarded as 
a sacred animal ,the killing of it 
would be looked on as akin to killing 
and eating a tribesman; for one 
tribe to eat the totem animal of an- 
other is a way to express honor for 
their own totem and scorn for that of 
the enemy. Regarded as a common 
ancestor, the clan totem is reverenced 
by all who call themselves by the 
name of the totem, believing them- 
selves to be of one blood and bound 
together by common obligations to 
each other and by a common faith in 
the totem. Thus totemism becomes 
both a religious and a social system, 
and its first lesson is that of honor to 
one’s ancestors and loyalty to one’s 
fellows. 

In its second aspect totemism deals 
with the relations of the clansmen tto 
each other, and next, to men of other 
tribes. In the clan there are practised 
elaborate ceremonies in connection 
with birth, marriage and death, all 
tending to identify the person with 
the totem. In Australia, particularly, 
there are special services at the age 
of puberty, intended to initiate ‘the

ism, and symbolic heraldry, in which 
last category it still survives in civil- 
ized nations, which use for their na- 
tional emblems the flugres of animals, 
birds or plants. Thus, the Lion 
of England, more properly a leopard; 
the Cock of France, the Bear of Rus- 
sia, the Dragon of China, tthe Eagle 
of Prussia, the Beaver of Canada, the 
Kangaroo of Australia, the Chrysan- 
themum of Japan, or the Trogon of 
Guatemala are all totemic in origin, 
and their national emblematic use to- 
day should lead us not to look down 
on those primitive peoples who still 
carry on and believe in totemism. 

Further, an interest in and appre- 
ciation of totemism serves as a link 
in the long chain which connects our 
vast empire; for probably the British 
Hmpire contains more races practising 
totemism than the territories of any 
Other nation. Rightly or wrongly, it 
exists, and {is practised by millions of 
our fellow-subjects. Tt is fitting, 
therefore, that the Boy Scout move- 
ment should take cognizance of it, 
and even borrow from it anything 
which is good and useful. Reverence 
for the departed and respect for the 
living are things sadly lacking in this 
cynical, flippant age; anything which 
will tend to instil and encourage 
these virtues is good, even if it be but 
an imitation totem pole. In this con- 
nection, it is both interesting and sig- 
nificant thhat an Indian totem pole is 
now being raised at Whitby, in York- 
shire, in memory of Captain Cook, the 
great navigator, who when visiting 
the land now called British Columbia, 
was much interested in the totems and 
carved woodwork of ithe North 
American Indians. 

In his writings Captain Cook ex- 
plained that the totem poles were 
not idols, but ‘tribal and family rec- 
ords,” which shows how close an ob- 
server the great sailor was.

61. Everyone who is in peaceable 
possession of any house or land or 
other real property and everyone 
lawfully assisting him or acting by 
his authority is justified in using 
force to prevent any person from 
trespassing on such property, or to 
remove him therefrom, if he uses no 
more force than is necessary. 
Culpable homicide covered much 

more, he contended, than the deliberate 
taking of Mfe. The Crown had proved 
beyond doubt that Falkner was kill- 
ed, and that he was killed by the hand 
of the prisoner Hansen. The onus 
then rested on the prisoner to prove 
that what he did was done in self- 
defence or in the heat of passion. Mr. 
Macdonald reviewed the evidence. The 
accused would present that, worn out 
by his walk from Red Deer, he sought 
a rooming house to get a bed for the 
night, that while at Falkner’s he was 
disturbed by Mrs. Falkner coming in, 
that he sought to escape because he 
could not explain, being a foreigner, 
his presence there; that he was at- 
tacked by Falkner and beaten up, and 
in self-defence and fear of his life, he 
drew his knife and, in the struggle, 
Falkner was killed by a thrust of the 
knife which was not intended to cause 
death. Where was the money to pay 
for his room? Where was his baggage? 
Why did he not go to the Dingwall 
hotel? If he went to that house for a 
bed, why did he not goto bed? If he 
was there innocently why did he 
not throw up his hands when he 
met Mrs. Falkner even if he could not 
speak English? After prisoner passed 
Mrs. Falkner, they were left to pure 
conjecture as to what happened when 
accused was trying to get away. Mrs. 
Falkner was unable to recall any 
struggle. Accused was entitled to use 
only such force as was reasonably 
necessary to protect himself if he was 
under apprehension of grievous bodily 
harm or of death, but there was no- 
thing in the room disturbed, no evi- 
dence of struggle. If Falkner grabbed 
accused and pinned his arms to his 
side and accused got his knife out and 
first jabbed Falkner at the elbow, 
disabling that arm, the other wounds 
could be accounted for on that basis. 
If the knife was used to aid him to 
escape, that was not self-defence. Was 
he there to get a bed, or to rob? Was 
he armed, so to’ speak, accidentally, or 
was he going to use the knife if oc- 
casion arose? Was it his purpose to 
use the knife for self-protection, or to 
facilitate his escape if disturbed in 
the committal of an offence? Mr. 
Macdonald dealt with Mrs. Falkner'’s 
exclamation—Don't kill him, Edgar 
—and her statement that she rushed to 
the door while her husband and the 
man were fighting as affording no evi- 
dence of a struggle in her excited con- 
dition as compared with the more de- 
finite evidence that she heard no 
struggle, and no evidence in the room 
of a struggle. Might not the prisoner 
have got his black eye in going over the 
verandah railing? The onus was on 
the defence to prove that the killing 
of Falkner by the prisoner was not 
one that should be punished to the 
full extent of the law. Could the ac- 
cused contend that it was done in the 
heat of passion or that he had struck 
in self-defence? Unless Mr. McCaul's 
reading of the evidence could satisfy 
them that what the prisoner had done 
had been done in self-defence, they 
must bring in a verdict of guilty. The 
Crown had no malice, was not vin- 
dictive: they simply wanted a just 
verdict on the ascertained facts. The 
strong presumption was that the 
prisoner was not in that house for an 
innocent purpose, and that he was not 
assaulted to such an extent as to jus- 
tify the drawing of a knife, with its 
momentous consequences, in self-de- 
fence, and the jury were perfectly en- 
titled to find on the evidence the ver- 
dict for which the Crown asked. 


Mr. McCaul 


Mr. McCaul explained that he had 
been designated by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to defend the prisoner, and his 
responsibility was the sifting out of 
the evidence. Murder was a terrible 
crime if the death of a man was 
brought about with deliberate intent. 
There were three possible verdicts 
open to them, viz., murder, the penalty 
for which was death; manslaughter, 
which entailed imprisonment, for 
years possibly, at the discretion of the 
Judge; and acquittal, The address of 
counsel for the Crown had not brought 
before the jury the right they possess— 
ed to reduce the capital charge of 
murder to a verdict of manslaughter. 
There must be no reasonable doubt in 
their minds that prisoner might not 
have acted in self-defence or in the 


than was necessary to protect himself. 
Was he under the apprehension that 
death or grievous bodily harm would 
come to him from Falkner, and that 
there was no other way open to himto 
preserve himself from death or griev- 
ous bodily harm? Would that be the 
apprehension-of a reasonable man? If 
he killed Falkner in escaping lawful 
custody, or resisting lawful arrest, the 
law called it murder whether he in- 
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were to return ao verdict of mur- 
der. Mr. McCaul. combatted the 
idea that the prisoner went into 
that house to rob, with a hunting 
knife at his belt to be used on any per- 
son who interfered with him. In mur- 
der trials they had a right to look for 
the motive. Mr. McCaul reviewed the 
circumstances of the prisoner's arrival 
at Sylvan Lake. Why should a manin 
his circumstances go to the electric- 
lighted Dingwall house? The utmost 
that could be charged against him was 
that he wanted to beg or steal a 
night’s lodging. Who ever heard of 
such an amateur robber as to enter the 
house by the front door which was 
open to observation, and not by the 
back door which was not locked: he 
had not even opened the back door as 
an avenue of escape in case he was 
surprised. Prisoner did not look par- 
ticularly intelligent, or vicious, or 
brutal. He had a perfect opportunity 
to steal, if he wanted to, and yet no- 
thing in the house was stolen. It was- 
the finger of fate that he was in the 
position in which he found himself to- 
day: little things led to terrible trag- 
edies. He could speak hardly a word 
of English, consequently he could not 
easily explain why he had come into 
that house. Unfortunately a woman 
met him at the foot of the stairs,’and 
she screamed. All chance for explan- 
ation was gone and he rushed to get 
out. Her screams aroused her hus- 
band, the place was dark, the husband 
rushed against prisoner and grabbed 
him at the arch, forcing him into the 
front room corner and down the two 
went to the floor, with Falkner on top. 
Prisoner had been struck by Falkner, 
as he had said and as his face showed 
and, in fear of punishment and even 
of life—remember Mrs. Falkner’s call 
Don’t kill him, Edgar—prisoner’ got 
his knife and used it to make Falkner 
let go and to free himself, jabbing at 
Falkner’s breast with one deeper 
wound at the elbow, and the fatal stab 
in the neck which might have _ been 
partly caused by deceased's lunging 
forward at the time. There was no- 
thing extraordinary as to the man 
having a knife with him: men working 
in lumber camps and others engaged 
in transient outdoor work were ac- 
customed to carry and use knives of 
this kind for various purposes. There 
was no criminal offense in having the 
knife: there could be no firm conclu- 
sion that he went into the house to 
rob and took the knife with him to 
hew his way. out if he was interrupted 
or discovered. There was no evidence 
that he was “armed,” as they usually 
understood that term. There was no 
evidence that he took off his boots 
either outside or inside, or at all: the 
boots he had on when arrested he had 
on now. When he missed one of his 
gloves, why did he not throw the other 
away, instead of having it found in 
his grip to mate with the glove left in 
the house? Was it conceivable that, 
if he had any idea of striking Mr. 
Falkner a fatal blow, or even that he 
had struck a fatal blow, or a serious 
blow, that he would not have washed 
the blood off his hands in some of the 
open water about? He was on his way 
to get work at Phoenix: he had letters 
to fellow-Scandinavians there. There 
was nothing in his grip when arrested 
to suggest the outfit of a burglar, ex— 
cept the flashlight and that had no 
battery. Where was the motive of a 
criminal nature? Owing to the boys 
screaming, Mrs. Falkner was hardly 
conscious of hearing a struggle, and 
yet she had warned her husband not 
to go too far. But there had been a 
struggle, as was shown by the numbe 
of puncture wounds in_ deceased’s 
breast, by the bruise on his face, and 
by the prisoner's black eye and cheek. 
He quite agreed with Mr. Macdonald 
that if prisoner got the full effect of a 
blow from a powerful man like Mr. 
Falkner, he would have been knocked 
out or at least knocked over. The 
struggle took place on the floor, and 
there was a struggle as Mrs. Falkner’s 
evidence proved despite the fact that 
she was not very conscious of hearing 
anything. If the prisoner was down 
on the floor, as he (Mr. McCaul) con- 
tended, with Mr. Falkner over him, 
that would account for all the wounds 
and both men being drenched with the 
blood from the fatal wound: it wasal- 
most the only theory which was con- 
sistent with the nature of the wounds: 
there were no very serious injuries 
until the fatal injury. Could the jury 
find that there was no possibility of 
the prisoner, in his encounter with 
Falkner, getting “his blood up,” and 
using his knife in self-defence or in 
dire apprehension of injury or life? 
Nobody could blame Mr. Falkner for 
the way he got after prisoner: it was 
a terrible pity he was not wideawake 
and had a chance to size up the situ- 
ation. Was there no ground whatever 
to believe that prisoner was in fear of 
death or grievous bodily injury at the 
hands of Mr. Falkner, and that as a 
last resort he drew his knife to break 
Mr. Falkner’s hold on him. Should 
they find him guilty of murder, if 
there was some. evidence of this? 
Prisoner's counsel was averse to the 
notion that prisoner should go scot 
free, even though he believed some as- 
pects of the evidence pointed that way, 
but the jury had a middle course and 
could return a verdict of manslaughter. 
What were they to make of Mrs. Falk- 
ner’s call to her husband: “Don't kill 
him, Edgar?” and Mr. Dingwall’s com— 
ment that if prisoner had not. killed 
Falkner, Falkner would have killed 
him? Surely his contention was not 
so unreasonable in view of these state- 
ments, that there was some ground in 
the evidence that the prisoner might 
have acted in fear of his life or of ser- 
fous bodily injury to him at the hands 
of Falkner. 

He would not make appeal to their 
sympathies, he would not picture the 
terrible and only penalty a verdict of 
murder would involve, or on how little 
a circumstance—a woman's scream— 
this grim tragedy rested. 

Mr. McCaul's main clause from the 
Criminal Code as to self-defence was 
as follows:— 


64. Everyone who has without 
justification assaulted another, or has 
provoked an assault from that other, 
may nevertheless justify force sub- 
sequent to such assault if he uses 
such force under reasonable appre- 
hension of death or grievous bodily 
harm from the violence of the person 
first assaulted or provoked and in 
the bellef, on reasonable’ grounds, 
that it is necessary for his own pre- 
servation from death or grievous 
bodily harm, and did not endeavor, at 
any time before the necessity for 
preserving himself arose, to kill or 
do grievous bodily harm, and if before 
such necessity arose, he declined 
further conflict and quitted or re- 
treated from it as far as was prag- |

‘ Judge Ives 
After some preliminary observations 

Judge Ives reviewed the story of the 
midnight hour as brought out by the 
evidence. That Mr. Falkner had been 
killed by the accused was admitted 
and they could find either of three 
verdicts—not guilty, guilty of murder 
as charged, or guilty of manslaughter. 
The Judge read the clauses governing 
culpable homicide and murder quoted 
"xy Mr. Macdonald, and also read the 
following clause re manslaughter:— 

261. Culpable “homicide, which 
would otherwise be murder, may be 
reduced to manslaughter if the per- 
son who causes death does so in the 
heat of passion ‘caused by sudden 
provocation * * * Provided that 
no one shall be held to give provoca- 
tion to another by doing that. which 
he had a legal right todo * * * 

262. Culpable homicide, not amount- 
ing to murder, is manslaughter. 

In order to give the accused the 
benefit of any reduction of the charge 
it would be necessary for them to find 
that he was provoked by Falkner to 
such agi extent as to deprive an ordin- 
ary man of his self-control and that 
while in that state he struck the blow 
which caused death. If in repelling 
the force of Falkner if any was used; 
if in any assault by Falkner, they 
drew the inference that the prisoner 
lost his self-control and, in the course 
of a struggle, killed Falkner; then the 
law, recognizing the frailty of human 
nature, and in its humanity, give them 
opportunity of finding the prisoner 
guilty of an offence short of murder, 
that is, manslaughter. If they had any 
reasonable doubt as to his guilt, or if 
the evidence was of such a character 


as to leave a reasonable doubt that the 


prisoner might have acted justifiably 


tended to kill Falkner or not, if he 
used means to inflict grievous bodily 
injury to facilitate his escape, and that 
resulted in the death of the person he 
attacked. If on the evidence they found 
that prisoner had entered the house 
without any intent to use his’ knife, 
and had changed his intent after he 
got ‘in to facilitate his escape, he was 
equally culpable. There might be no 
question that he was unlawfully in the 
house, but was he there to commit an 
indictable offence? There was some 
evidence of theft. Mrs. Falkner had 
missed 50 cents.and had met the pris- 
oner on the stairs. If there had been 
theft, Falkner had a right to arrest the 
prisoner, and prisoner had no right to 
resist or escape. Did he go there for 
a night's lodging? He had no luggage 
with him. Was he there to steal? Did 
he take the 50 cents? Was the 8 or 10 
cents found in his grip left out of this 
money after he had paid for his break- 
fast? Where did he get the bruise in 
his eye? Was it not reasonable to sup- 
pose that he got it. when Dingwall 
threw him over the verandah railing? 
Was there time for a serious conflict 
with Falkner? Would a strong 200 
pound man allow the use of a knife by 
such a slight man as the prisoner in 
a scuffle? There was not a sound of 
struggle, or evidence of struggle. Mrs. 
Falkner heard nothing, but the best 
evidence surely as to the extent of any 
struggle was in the entirely undis- 
turbed state of the room, with no 
light. Any disarrangement of the din- 
ing table—did it indicate anything 
concerning the case? Should there 
not be more evidence of disturbance 
in the room if the accused acted in 
self-defence or in the heat of passion? 
His Lordship concluded by a reference 
to “reasonable doubt” as applied es- 
pecially to the plea of self-defence. 

At the conclusion of His Lordship’s 
charge, Mr. McCaul submitted that the 
evidence in prisoner's confession, 
“What I did, I did in self-defence be-

MURDER TRIAL 


As announced in our last issue, W. 
J. Hansen, tried at Wetaskwin for the 
murder of Edward Faulkner at Sylvan 
Lake, was convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged on 1st May next. So far 
as the facts are concerned, there was 
nothing very noteworthy ‘about the 


case. It was a callous, brutal murder 
without any mitigating feature, and 
the verdict and sentence will be 


with justice. 

There were, however, certain ac- 
companying circumstances of the trial 
which call for comment. The trial 
was transferred from Red Deer to 
Wetaskiwin on the motion of counsel 
for the accused. The ground of the 
application was that owing to news- 
paper comment before the trial and 
rumours which had got abroad in this 
district as to the previous recoré of 
the accused, a fair trial could not be 
got for him here. The first report of 
the murder published in the “News,” 
‘was put before the court in support of 
the application, the basis of complaint 
being that nwe referred to the killing 
of Mr. Faulkner as a “murder” and to 
the accused as “the assailant,” where- 
as until he was duly tried and convict- 
ed, the killing was not technically a 
murder at all, nor was the accused 
proved to be the assailant. 

It is not for us to defend our own 
report. We need only refer to the 
comment of the presiding judge, Mr. 
Justice Tweedie, that he did not 
think the report was calculated to 
prejudice the trial, although it ‘was 
certainly true that it would have been 
technically more correct and advis- 
able if the word “homicide” had been 
used instead of ‘murder’ and_ the 
word “alleged” used before “assail- 
ant.” In this respect we ‘have no 
hesitation in admitting that the 
learned judge was entirely right, and 
that we were guilty of a technical mis- 
take. That other newspapers offend- 
ed much more flagrantly does not alter 
this fact. 

More importance apparently was at- 
tached to the rumours which by some 
mean: had got abroad that the acous- 
ed had a bad record in respect of pre- 
vious criminal convictions. These 
rumours thad exaggerated the facts, 
as rumours ‘tend to do, but the bad 
previous record was indubitably true. 
It was mainly, if not solely, on this 
ground that the venue of the trial 
was changed to Wetaskiwin. 

There are involved here two car- 
dinal principles of British criminal 
Jaw and justice. The first is that 
while a case is “sub judice,” that is. 
is before the courts, no comment shall 
be made pwhblicly in speech or in 
writing which will tend to prejudice 
the minds of those by whom the case 
may fall to ‘be tried. It is obvious 
that if newspapers publish stafe- 
ments or make comments in favour of 
or against the accused person, or if 
rumours inthe same direction are set 
afloat, it is exceedingly likely that the 
minds of the men and women from 
whom the jury must be drawn, will be 
affected by these irresponsible  state- 
ments, comments, or rumours, and 
that they will therefore be unable to 
give to the evidence laid before them 
on oath at the trial that exclusive and 
unbiassed attention which they ought 
to. The American newsapers are 
notorious offenders against this salu- 
tary rule, and it is highly undesirable 
that any such ‘practice should ‘he es- 
tablished in Canada. It is very 
Bpeverely dealt with in Great Britain 
on the rare occasions when it occurs, 
and the measureless superiority of 
British criminal courts to those of 
the United States owes at least some- 
thing to ‘his fact. 

The se-ond great principle involved 
is that excent under special circum- 
stance3, the jury which tries a crim- 
inal case <:ha!ll not be informed of any 
previous convictions of the accused. 
Again the reason for the rule ts that | 
their minds shall be fre> f-9m_ all 
bias in the trial of the case.

only if the adcused sets up his own 
good character as a defence to the 
charges against him, or attacks the 
character of the Crown's witnesses, 
that the Crown becomes entitled to 
bring evidence of previous convictions 
before the jury. In the Hansen case 
it would have been very difficult to 
find a jury in this district who had 
not heard the rumours as to the 
previous criminal record of the ac- 
eused. It is a matter for regret that 
these rumours were allowed to get 
abroad, and the Crown authorities will 
be well advised to take all possible 
precautions against a similar leakage 
hereafter. 

Behind and closely allied to these 
two great principles of criminal jus- 
tice stands yet another, equally fund- 
amental—that every person accused 
of any charge is presumed to be inno- 
cent until the Crown has proved be- 
yond all reasonable doubt that he is 
guilty. The burden of proof in all 
criminal cases is on the Crown, and 
not on the accused. This principle, 
which is now so firmly established in 
British law, is not that of ail legal 
systems. It is, twe rather think, the 
exact opposite of the principle of 
French criminal law, which presumes 
guilt until innocence is established. 
Because of this presumption in Brit- 
ish law and ‘because of the love of fair 
play which is a creditable feature of 
British character and institutions, 
the Crown authorities ‘are laid under 
a solemn obligation to make no effort 
to obtain an undeserved conviction, to 
bring out before the court all the 
relevant facts, both in favor of and 
against ‘the accused, and, moreover, 
no accused person will be compelled 
by lack of means to face a criminal 
charge without legal help, and the 
more serious the charge the more 
powerful is the help usually accorded 
to him. In the Hansen case, ‘the ac- 
cused had no means of his own, and 
was therefore accorded at the expense 
of the Province the help of one of the 
most distinguished counsel at the bar. 
That, too, is an entirely admirable 
practice. It may sometimes result in 
a guilty man escaping justice, but it 
is better that many such results 
should come about ‘than that one in- 
nocent person should through lack of 
skilled aid suffer conviction and pun- 
ishment. 

British criminal law was not always 
marked by so high and creditable a 
character. In former days it was vin- 
dictive, brutal, and far from unpreju- 
diced. That it has attained its pres- 
ent standing is all to the good of tthe 
British people. Its danger now seems 
to lie rather in a weak public attitude 
towards crime, a misplaced sympathy 
with criminals, which is apt to warp 
the verdicts of juries, reduce to mis- 
chievous leniency the sentences of 
judges, and lead to mistaken clemency 
on the part of executive authorities. 
It is greatly to be desired that that 
danger shall be faced and overcome. 
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WASTING TIME IN THE 
PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE 


The debate on the Speech from the 
Throne in the Alberta Legislature has 
closed ‘after dragging along for a 
wholly unnecessary length of time. 
It is difficult to see that any useful 
purpose whatever has been served by 
it. It is said that it is useful in enab- 
ling the whole policy and record of 
the government to be brought under 
review, but this might be done quite 
adequately in a quarter of the time. 
Two or three sincere relevant speech- 
es from the opposition could indicate 
the grounds of criticism or the ques- 
tions needing explanation. As many 
speeches from government representa- 
tives might raply to the criticisms, 
answer the questions, and indicate the 
general lines of government policy. 
Thereafter time might be devoted to 
necessary legislation. Detailed criti- 
cism of departmental matters can 
best be made when the estimates for 
the departments are under considera- 
tion. It looks as if a number of the 
members have an uneasy feeling that 
their presence in the Legislature is 
not in the least necessary, and that 
unless they make a show of activity, 
the pubic at large will discover the 
fact, and the demand for a reduction 
of numbers in ‘the Legislature will be- 
come even more insistent than it 
now is. Mr. Connor, the Farmer mem- 
ber for Warner, pertinently reminded 
the members at large that 
would be well advised to put an end 
to useless discussion and get to busi- 
ness, as the people are getting tired 
of political football and want serious 
work. In this -he was entirely correct. 
The Farmer Government should re- 
member that the public support whieh 
brought them {nto :power was mainly 
derived from a general belief that

' they would substitute straightforword 
businesslike. administration for the 
miserable game of professional poli- 
tics. Debates like the one just ended 
tend to shake that belief in the minds 
of the public, which is just what the 
‘Liberal ‘Opposition are .aiming at. 
Let the Government take their cour- 
age in their hands, and if necessary 
remodel the rules of the Legislature 
to avoid this sort of farce hereafter. 


THE LIQUOR BILL—DISTRIBUTION 
OF THE PROFITS : 


be a considerable profit from 
government control and sale of liquor, 
the Alberta Government in its present 
Dill proposes to take 65 percent. of 
those profits for provincial revenues, 
and allot 35 percent. to the cities, 
towns and municipalities. This 35 
‘percent. it proposes shall be divided 
in proportion to the assessed value of 
the different corporations concerned. 
The proposal is giving rise to much 
opposition, the ground of which is 
that assessed value is not a fair basis 
for division. It is pointed out that the 
population of cities and towns is much 
larger in comparison with ‘that of 
rural municipalities than the assessed 
value of the cities and towns is when 
compared with that of the municipali- 
ties, and that as far as liquor consump- 
tion and liquor profits are concerned, 
it is :population that counts and not 
assessed value. The figures are: 
Assessment of cities and towns, $112,- 
446,000.00; of villages and rural muni- 
cipalities, $613,440,000.00; population 
of cities and towns two-fifths of all 
Alberta; population of villages and 
rural municipalities, three-fifths. We 
have not yet heard what is the answer 
of the Government to this argument. 
It may be said that the cities and 
towns population is larger than it 
ought to be from a sound economic 
standpoint, that there are numbers of 
people in those cities and towns who 
are not pulling their weight, as it 
were, in the whole working effort of 
the Province, and that therefore the 
assessed value is really a more equit- 
able basis of assessment than popula- 
tion. There may be.force in this 
argument, but on the whole we are in- 
clined to think that the cities and 
towns have a claim to somewhat 
larger share of the 35 percent. than 
is at present allotted to them under 
the Bill. We have no doubt that due 
consideration mill be given by the 
Government to relevant argument on 
the subject. It is avery important 
detail of the Bill, but after all it ts 


only a detail, and as such should be: 


capable of adjustment in the light of 
full discussion. 
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PRODUCERS, CONSUMERS, 
AND MIDDLEMEN 


Our readers may remember. that 
some little time ago we draw atten- 
tion to certain ifundamental economic 
questions whigh the public, and par- 
ticularly the fanmers, are inclined to 
ask of one another and of the Govern- 
ment. Amongst these was the qnes- 
tion of ‘the price received iby the far- 
mers for their products, the price paid 
for those products by the ultimate 
consumer, and the amount received by 
middlemen for ‘handling those pro- 
ducts. In Great Britain these ques- 
tions have been closely investigated 
by a committee under the chairman- 
ship of Lord Linlithgow, and after 
nine months of work the committee 
has presented its report. While the 
investigation was concerned only 
with conditions in Great Britain, 
its findings are of great interest to us 
in Western Canada. Farming in 59th 
countries is suffering from severe de- 
pression. Any light that can be thrown 
on the cause of that depression in 
one country is probably of value in 
the other. 

The committee in its report does 
not hesitate to say that the “spread” 
or disparity between the price re-eiv- 
ed by the farmer and that paid by the 
consumer for foodstuffs {s quite un- 
justifiably wide. The farmers get too 
little for their products. The consum- 
ers pay too much for their food. The 
difference goes to the middlemen, and 
the middlemen are too numerous and 
ioo high. Various traders receive 
excessive remuneration for the service 
they render. The producer has to 
bear the burden of any fall in prices. 
The consumer is very slow to receive 
any share In the reduction of whole- 
sale prices. 

Further, the committee assert that 
costs of transport are too high, and 
| anally, the poducers, that Is to say the 
farmers, are far too slow in adopting 
‘new and businesslike methods of co- 
| operation and marketing with the re- 
,sult that they remain at the mercy of 
lthe more adaptable -wide-awake mid- 
dlemen. 

It would be difficult not to say that 
all this is absolufely true of conditions 
among ourselves. It is perfectly ob- 


vious that if between the farmer grow-. 
ing his wheat and the consumer eating ; 


the bread, there intervene six middle- 
men where there need only be three, 
‘and each of those six middlemen hag 


to make a profit from his handling of , 


‘the wheat or bread, then the farmer 
'is likely to receive less than he should 
for his wheat and the consumer to pay 
more than he newd for his bread. This 
applies right through all classes of pro- 
duction. 

The British committee recommend 
as a possible remedy revision of 
transportation charges, more careful 
study by farmers and other producers 
e?mothods of marketing, and on the 
part of the consumer intelligent co-op- 
eration with tlie farmers, and discrim- 
ination between useful and superfluous 
middlemen. 

It may bo summed up by saying that

our farmers need business knowledge 
and co-operation. The difference in 
the position of railwaymen now and 
that position in earlier days when 
they ‘were miserably paid and much 
overworked, is the result of disciplin- 
‘ed co-operation.

If these 
‘interested parties have their way the 
business will go merrily on until our 
forests have heen destroyed and the 
_timber shipped abroad. That cannot 
|e allowed, and {t {s only a question 
of when more stringent regulations as 
to cutting are to be brought into 
| effect. It fs probably also only a 
question of time when Parliament 
shall say that Canadian pulpwood has 
to be manufactured In Canada, and 
the wages and profits given to Cana- 
dian workers and capitalists. As 
Canada needs the wages and the 
profits now, and is getting within 
s'mht of the time when {t ‘will also 
need the pulpwood, the national inter- 
ests would seem to urge that the em- 
bargo be put on without more delay.

W. P. 'Code made a fighting speech. 
He stated that before accepting a 
nomination he had called a meeting of 
the ratepayers of the division in the 
Springvale School.

THOUSANDS OF DUCKS 
LIVES WILL BE SAVED 


Ottawa has acted swiftly 'to save 
the lives of the thousands of mallards 
that were slowly starving to death at 
Buffalo Lake. Wired instructions 
have been received at Camrose by 
Frank L. Farley, bird life authority, 
to proceed with relief measures. Up 
to $500 is Ito be spent in buying grain 
and straw for the ducks. 

Mr. Farley plans to place the 
straw around the waterhole that the 
matlards have kept open in the heavy 
ice of the lake. \And in this straw 
the grain ‘will be scattered ‘so ithat'the 
ducks will have to do some work to 
get at it. Although the ice is three 
feet thick on the lake, the mallards, in 
their thousands, have kept the walter 
in a tunmoill during the cold snaps to 
prevent their waterhole from freezing 
over. 

Feeding arrangements are to be car- 
ried out by Mr. Farley and _ Sergt. 
Crossley of the provincial police at 
Bashaw.

HE story of the Winnipeg 
torts of the early fur-trading 
days—Rouge and Gibraltar, 
Douglas and Garry, is among the 
most interesting that could be 
found anywhere. When Verendrye 
came to the junction of the Red 
and Assiniboine Rivers in 1738 he 
established Fort Rouge. The 
Northwest Company, sixty years 
later, established Fort Gibraltar, 
and a few years later Fort Dou- 
glas, named after Thomas Dou- 
glas, the fifth Earl of Selkirk, was 
constructed by the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. Many stories are told 
of conflicts between the servants 
of the Hudson’s Bay and North- 
West Companies, but the feuds ter- 
minated with the amalgamation of 
the two companies in 1821, and the 
first Fort Garry was erected as a 
trading post and settlers’ depot. 


This~jwas. an elaborate structure 
with‘stone walls, bastions and port- 
holes, 

On 1831.the building of Lower 
Fort Garry, 19 miles down the 
river was commenced. This was for 
a time the residence of the Gov- 
ernor of Rupert’s Land ‘and -the 
seat of government. In 1835 Up- 
per Fort Garry was begun at the 
junction of the two rivers and this 
was the centre of business, gov- 
ernment, education and public af- 
fairs for more than 80 years, and 
was the nucleus of the present city 
of Winnipeg. 

The Fort was sold in 1882 and 
the front gate, now owned by the 
city and standing beside the new 
Fort Garry, the hotel of the Can- 
adian National Railways, is all that 
remains of this historic group of 
buildings. bi)

HELP ALBERTA 
COAL PRODUCTION 


Hamilton, Ont., Feb. 9, 1924. 
To the Editor. 

Dear Sir,— 

Indications now point to the C. N. 
Ry. making a $7.00 rate on coal from 
Alberta to Ontario as being about cost. 

‘At present ‘this rate might encour- 
age considerable business, but U. S. 
coal men will not give up the Cana- 
dian Market so easy, as already indi- 
cated, they will reduce their price to 
tempt buyers to waive loyalty to Cana- 
dian products, in the interest of econ- 
omy. 

After several years’ continuous 
study, have concluded that a $4.00 
rate is necessary to insure a continu- 
ous market and permanent trade. 

Therefore I suggest, im order to as- 
sure the C. N. Ry. of at leash cost for 
transportation, the Province of On- 
tario grant a subsidy of $1 per ton 
as dnsurance against fuel famine, the 
Province of Alberta $1.00 to insure a 
permanent market, coal owners and 
miners $1.00 to insure a continuous 
full season’s work, saving the subsidy 
{n actual cost, said subsidies to con- 
tinue until shown by actual experl- 
ment with train load lots during the 
slack seasons, that $4.00 will more 
than cover actual cost. 

This would supply our dealers at 
$8.50 F.O.B. here, and the consumer 
at a reasonable rate. 

The U. S. mine owners and miners 
have shown their willingness ito let 
Ontario perish, to serve their own 
profitable ends. Now that Canada has 
undertaken to deal with the matter, 
let Canada show that we will never be 
at their mercy again,that in future we 
will be self-reliant, and distribute our 
$100,000,000.00 fuel expenditure en- 
tirely in our own country. 

With transportation organized to 
the Southern Boundary and Fort WIiI- 
liam, we can help the U.S. out in 
coal as well as wheat for Montana, 
Dakota, Wisconsin, Michigan, etc., in 
fact all upper Lake points could be 
supplied, as well as a combination 
rail and water route via Fort William 
down to all this part of Ontario. 

With 20,000,000 bushels of ‘wheat 
going via Vancouver this season, and 
probably 100,000,000 bushels next 
year, it would require 3,000,000 tons of 
coal to come east, ito make up this dif- 
ference alone. 

Volume of business during slack 
seasons will solve the rate, as demon- 
strated by penny postage, 2c street 
railway fare in Glasgow, night tele- 
gram rate, night letter rate, day let- 
ter rate, parcel post, and many other 
most practical and profitable exampl- 
es. 

If the people approve, we should 
act immediately, and have it dealt 
with at the approaching parliamentary 
sessions.

‘DAIRY COWS 


FOR PROFITABLE 
MILK PRODUCTION 


By J. E. Bowstead, M.Sc., Department 
of Animal Husbandry, University of 
Alberta. 


To feed ffor dollars in dairying: - 
Use well bred dairy cows. 
Eliminate unprofitable cows. 
Keep cows comfortable and 

tented. 

Use a variety of feeds in 
ration. 

Feed a ration that wii supply the 
nutrients ithat will maintain the 
cow in normal milk flow. 

Take into consideration the cost of 
the ration. 

Follow the practice of most 
cessful dairymen. 

Important feeding facts: 

_ The following fundamental facts are 
dmportant to consider in feeding 
dairy cows: 

That cows are machines that con- 
vert feed into milk. 

That each cow requires a main- 
tenance ration whether milking or 
dry. 

That feed ts the source of milk and 
that feed additional to the main- 
tenance ration is required for 
milk production. 

That good dairy cows produce milk 
throughout tthe greater part of 

their lactation periods in proportion 

to the kinds and amounts of feed 
supplied. 

That cows which are heavy feeders 
are usually large and economical 
producers. 

That the variability of cows and con- 
ditions relating tto feeds, requires 
dairymen to be ‘observing and 
careful at all times in their judg- 
ment in the matter of feeding. 

Practical Suggestions on Feeding 

At ali times: 

Treat cows gently and avoid excite- 

ment. : 

Follow a regular schedule of dairy

Weigh the milk of each cow at each 

milking. 

Regulate the amount of feed by the 
milk record, and the individuality 
of each cow. 

Allow free access to salt daily. 

Give cow six to elght weeks rest be- 

tween lactation periods. ~

fair chance and failed at tthe end 
of the year to pay market price 
for all the feed she has consumed. 

Subscribe to dairy papers that will 
help to keep one posted, and in 
touch with the best up-to-date 
methods of managing a dairy 
herd. 

At calving time: 

Have cows in good condition. Tt 
gives reserve energy for milk 
production. 

Keep them in 2 ‘comfortable and 
suitable place for calving. 

Give cow a laxative in the form of a 
bran mash or salts before and af- 
ter calving. 

Guard against cows becoming chill- 
ed immediately after calving.

hours after freshening. Feed 
fresh cows sparingly tthe first few 
days after calving. ‘Water, with 
the chill removed, a few quants of 
scalded bran or oats, and good 
hay, is sufficient for a cow the 
first day or two after calving. The 
condition of the cow should deter- 
mine the manner in which she is 
fed following ‘the first two or 
three days. It ordinarily requires 
tthree to four weeks to gradually 
work cows onto full feed. For 
best results one should be canut- 
fous not to over-feed or allow tthe 
cow at any time to get off feed or 
out of condition. 

Remove the afterbirth if necessary 

inside of 48 hours after calving and 
do not allow it to be eaten. 


In winter time: 


Do not turn cows ort to remain and 
suffer in cold or stormy weather. 
It prevents the right use of feed 
and reduces the milk production. 
Do not depend on frozen pasture for 
feed in late fall and early winiter. 
Keep cows in clean, comfortable, 
well-lghted and properly ventilated 
stables. Pure, fresh air is as im- 


portant as feed. 

Brush cows daily. It pays just as 

well as grooming horses which, as 

a rule is not neglected. 

Provide water two or three times 
daily which is not colder than 
that trom a deep well. ri 

Feed liberal amounts of hay and 
silage. 

Feed from 1 pound of grain daily 
for every 8 to 4 pounds of milk 
produced. Increase the allowance 
gradually until she fails to re- 

spond by ian increase in production 
which will cover the increase in 
feed cost. 


Ia summer time: 


Do not try to save teed by turning 
to pasture too early in the season. 

Provide plenty of pure, fresh water, 
shade and protection against files. 

Supplement poor pastures with sil- 
age or ereen soiling crops like 
rye, oats and other available feed. 
Keep up the production by feed- 

ing hay and grain if necessary. 

A Winter Schedule for Dalry Barn 

Work 


Morning: Feed grain; milk cows; 
feed silage; feed hay; water cows; 
clean stables and bed cows; groom 
cows. 

Afternoon: Water cows; reclean 
stables; feed grain; milk cows; feed 
silage; feed hay; arrange bedding. 

Turn cows out each day for one- 
half to two hours, unless it is ex: 
tremely cold or stormy.

Here and There 


Navigation of the St. Lawrence 
river is expected to open early in the 
month of April. According to pre- 
liminary schedules issued by the va- 
rious steamship companies operating 
between Canadian Atlantic ports 
and Europe, 192 ships will visit the 
port of Quebec in 1924. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
inaugurated as a special feature the 
serving of afternoon tea regularly 
on all dining, cafe and buffet cars 
throughout the system. The taste- 
ful little menu which the company 

rovides includes tea, coffee, choco- 
ate, toast, muffins, cake, ice cream 
and preserves at reasonable prices. 


The Spiller Company, a_ great 
British concern with $150,000,000 
capital, has completed arrangements 
for the establishment of facilities in 
Canada which will entail an outlay 
of $6,000,000 to finish the plant of 
the Alberta Flour Mills in Calgary, 
with another $2,000,000 to build an 
elevator at Vancouver. 


The second of the two large paper 
machines recently installed by the 
Belgo-Canadian Paper Company at 
Shawinigan Falls, Que., has com- 
menced operations. The machine, 
which is the product of the Domin- 
ion Engineering Company, is now 
producing newsprint. It will be 
tuned up and is expected to produce 
a commercial grade of newsprint at 
or above its daily capacity of 75 
tons in the near future. 


Speaking at Toronto recently, E. 
W. Beatty, President of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, declared that 
“what Canada is suffering from is 
lack of men, lack of capital and lack 
of those forward policies which will 
enable the country to realize within 
a reasonable time its own manifest 
destiny.” He added that he did not 
believe in “exaggerated whisperings 
or in any statements which are cal- 
culated to destroy the belief of Ca- 
nadians in their own country.” 


Captain S. Robinson, C.B.E., 
R.N.R., commanding the Canadian 
Pacific liner “Empress of Canada,” 
was invested with the C.B.E. by Sir 
Harry Armstrong, British Consul- 
General at New York, when his ship 
arrived there on January 25&, prior 
to setting out on her great world 
cruise, Captain Robinson also re- 
ceived the freedom of the city of 
New York. These honors were in 
recognition of his gallant work 
when commanding the Canadian 
Pacific liner “Empress of Austra- 
lia” at Yokohama, at the time of the 
Japanese disaster. 


According to Canadian Pacific of- 
ficials, immigrants from Europe 
who spend a few hours in Montreal 
on their way west are re-discovering 
America—or rather Canada—at a 
mreat rate. Some days ago there 
were eighty Scandinavians drum- 
ming their heels in the big waiting- 
rooms at Windsor Station, bored to 
tears. Then one of them suddenly 
discovered that the Province of Que- 
bec, unlike Sweden, is not ‘‘dry.” The 
rush of the Danes on Alfred’s Eng- 
land was as nothing compared to 
that with which the delighted Scan- 
dinavian gentlemen emptied that 
waiting-room. So excellent did they 
find the beer that they did not show 
up again till train-time, when they 
announced unanimously, though 
with slight difficulty, that “Canada 
bane one fine country.”
